between the reflective and the reactive; equanimity and 
madness; nostalgia and 'dystalgia'. 

It's also pretty much exactly what the floor of my 
girlhood bedroom would look on any given day between 
age 6-13 when it was Barbie meets He-Man. Jane Austen 
meets Franz Kafka. 

Teresa Dali might not have been a 'Barbie girl' 
when she was young, but I sure was. Yet I couldn't say 
that it was the conventional Barbie childhood one would 
automatically think off, what with the cookie cutter body 
standard, gender role assignment allusions, and, perhaps, 
the white supremacy undertones of Barbie's seemingly 
imposed standard of beauty. 

To much of the world. Barbie set the standard for 
impossible beauty. For this once young person. Barbie was 
a tool to explore the puzzling nature of the aspects and 
perplexities of adulthood. 

And my Barbies weren't perfect at all. They had 
haircuts that resulted from the life situations I explored 
through them. Buzz cuts from brain tumor therapy. Short 
haircuts stemming from drought-induced water shortages 
that made hair care impossible for the survival-minded 
woman. Permanent marker bruises and black eyes from 
when a drunk Ken beat up an insubordinate Barbie. As 
imperfect as Dali's Barbies with the splashes of post-rain 
mud on their faces and disheveled hair, but still smiling as 
if all were perfect, despite reality. 

Needless to say, I had a lot of Barbies and a lot of 
questions about life.

soil, so to speak, of the garden, of which Dali described in 
no uncertain terms. 


"They're completely oblivious," said Dali. "They 
don't know what's happening to them." 

Dinosaurs are about to bite them; snakes are 
about to squeeze the life out of them ...

Say Hello To The Urban Bobcat

The occasional sight of a bobcat is not yet too 
common, as it is the only known wild cat found in this 
area of Massachusetts. 

Years ago, it was found only in central and 
western parts of the state, but now has been expanding 
into many urban areas of the Southcoast. 

It is easily identified as a medium-size feline with 
a bobbed tail and slightly tufted ears, with black spots 
on its legs and underparts. It is two or three times bigger 
than a domestic housecat, weighing 25 to 30 pounds. 

Like the coyote, the bobcat is adapting to urban 
settings, but being solitary, tend to stay away from people 
and rarely cause conflicts with human activities. 

Bobcats live in dens located in rock crevices, 
under ledges of cliffs, or in a fallen stump of a hollow tree, 
as in my illustration. The females produce one litter per 
year consisting of up to four kittens, but only two is the 
surviving average. 

Families are raised in the same den site for 
several years in a row, and the young remain with the 
adult female until they are full grown. All members of 
the family are active year-round as they do not hibernate. 
However, this species exhibits a crepuscular (dawn to 
dusk) activity that starts three hours before sunset and 
lasts until several hours after sunrise. They feed on 
various rodents, birds, snakes, rabbits, possums, and 
squirrels. 

The bobcat is classified as a furbearing species,

Bobcats will begin to compete in domestic 
neighborhoods with foxes, coyotes, and of course feral 
cats. A feral cat usually is an abandoned domestic cat 
gone progressively wild depending on longevity of 
abandonment. Wildness in a stray feral cat is measured by 
its degree of progressive fear of humans. As a prowling 
predator to fend for itself, the feral cat becomes vulnerable 
as bucolic neighborhoods turn into a nocturnal predatory 
jungle after dark. But the bobcat can hold its own in a 
territorial domain, unless tangling with the now much- 
larger coyote that seemingly has become part wolf. Then 
the ensuing ruckus is a noisy snarling confrontation that 
quickly ends after the fur starts flying and only their pride

has been hurt. 

Wildlife experts otherwise consider the bobcat as 
the shyest creature in the forest. The cat's extraordinary 
awareness of its surroundings can be explained in a 
scientific examination of its cranial skull. There are 
exceptionally large apertures next to the brain for both 
sight and hearing. This enables early detection of the 
slightest sound and movements coming from a distant 
direction, so one almost always sees and hears you before 
you are aware of its presence. 

The bobcat's larger cousin, the mountain 
lion, now believed to be passing through western 
Massachusetts, has become known as a phantom creature 
that is extremely camera shy, making it hard to validate 
their existence. 

Our bobcat emits a shrill scream at night in the 
breeding season that sounds like a woman or child in 
distress. This can be hard to explain to a child being 
tucked in bed for the night. But we know that even 
breeding domestic cats can be a noisy endeavor, like when 
tomcats gather in an alley behind the house and emit a 
yowling serenade to attract a receptive feline partner. 

So, don't be surprised if a bobcat someday 
wanders nonchalantly through your backyard, seemingly 
unaware of who might be watching inside the house. 

But hopefully this may be a progressive sign that it is 
adapting to be comfortable in urban neighborhoods. 
Could it be that we can co-exist peacefully, maintain a 


mutual respect, with awareness and appreciation for the 
environmental? 

Marion Official, Wife Face Fraud Charges

A Marion official, his wife, and a retired Carver 
official now face embezzlement allegations in a civil suit 
filed by the Carver, Marion, Wareham Regional Refuse 
Disposal District on June 22. 

Former Executive Director of the CMWRRDD Ray 
Pickles, 84, his wife Diane Bondi-Pickles, 65, and retired 
Carver Health Agent Robert Tinkham, 57, are accused 
of embezzling $838,457 of public money over a five-year 
period in a lawsuit that charges Pickles et al. with nine 
different counts, including Fraud, Conversion and Civil 
Theft, and Civil Conspiracy. 

The CMWRRDD is a regionalized quasi¬ 
government entity formed in 1973 by the Towns of 
Carver, Marion, and Wareham. Each town appoints three 
members to an overseeing committee, which in 1973 
appointed Pickles as the executive director. The district 
is funded by facilities fees paid by residents and its main 
source of revenue is through its contract with SEMASS, 
which reimburses the district annually for volume of 
waste transported and processed at its plant in Rochester. 
It also reimburses the district's direct operational costs 100 
percent and 75 percent of district employee salaries. From 
2012-2017, the district received $4,342,791 from SEMASS.

According to documents The Wanderer acquired 
from the Plymouth Superior Court on Friday, June 
29, 'Tickles, without the [CMWRRDD] Committee's 
authorization, withdrew more than $295,548.00 of the 
District's funds for his own personal use ... including 
$113,321 in unauthorized checks and more than $150,000 
in cash withdrawals from 2016-2018 and $31,227 in 
mileage reimbursements from 2012-2017." 

Those withdrawals, the complaint states, had 
no supporting purchase orders, bills, receipts, or other 
documentation to prove their legitimacy. 

Pickles also allegedly reimbursed himself $13,793 
in fuel costs for fuel he used for his personal boat. 

The alleged fraud was discovered after Pickles

issued substantial disposal fee assessments to each town 
after five years of having no assessments at all, raising 
eyebrows. Marion was issued an assessment for $25,000; 
Carver for $59,000; and Wareham for $89,000. 

According to the complaint, when Carver 
and Wareham refused to pay the assessments. Pickles, 
without CMWRRDD Committee authorization, used the 
district's legal counsel to file suit in the Wareham District 
Court against the two towns for breach of contract. The 
CMWRRDD Committee dropped the lawsuit and after an 
inquiry into the district's finances. Pickles was terminated. 

Specifically, the complaint states that the civil 
action stems from the misappropriation of public funds 
from the CMWRRDD "by its former consultant and his 
wife, [Tinkham], and fictitious corporations they created 
to defraud the citizens of Carver, Marion, and Wareham, 
by embezzling public funds for their own personal use." 

Moss Hollow Management Corporation, also 
named as a defendant, was created in 2001 and listed at 
Pickles' address under the ownership of Bondi-Pickles, 
listed as the president and treasurer of the corporation. 
Pickles, listed as the secretary, paid himself an additional 
$281,909 between July 1, 2012 and January 2018, in 
addition to his salary. The Pickles also appointed their 
son, Christopher Bondi-Pickles, 33, as the director of the 
corporation. Christopher was not named as a defendant 
in the civil complaint. 

Moss Hollow was involuntarily dissolved by the 
Secretary of State's Corporations Division on June 30, 2017 
for an unstated reason, but Pickles continued to make 
payments to himself via the defunct corporation, says the 
complaint. 

Tinkham, who was assigned to perform 
inspections of the Carver landfill that was under Pickles' 
management, is accused of conspiring with Pickles "to 
personally convert more than $262,000.00 of the District's 
funds for his own personal use from 2010-2018." 

His two companies, 33-35 Wareham Street, LLC 
and 33-35 Wareham Street, are also listed as defendants. 

"Acting together, the defendants conspired 
to engage in a scheme of fraud intended to obtain 
undeserved compensation, payments and benefits from

the District," it states in the complaint. "In repeatedly 
presenting unauthorized claims for payments of public 
funds, the defendants defrauded the District into paying 
undeserved compensation." 

The complaint was signed by Marion 
Town Administrator Paul Dawson and filed by the 
CMWRRDD's attorneys. Dawson also confirmed on 
June 29 during a phone conversation that an unspecified 
government agency was at the Town House that week 
requesting documents for an investigation, suggesting 
imminent criminal charges. 

The same day as the filing, a Justice of the 
Superior Court approved two motions for ex parte orders 
against the six defendants. 

An ex parte order essentially froze the real and 
personal property interests of the defendants, with a total 
amount of $838,457 attached to each defendant before 
being served the complaint, and another ex parte order for 
trustee process put a hold on the Eastern Bank and Mutual 
Bank accounts of the defendants, and holds any pension 
payments from the Plymouth County Retirement Board. 

"There is a clear danger that the defendants, 
if notified in advance of the District's request, ... 
will withdraw the funds or credits from the hands 
or possession of the trustee and remove from the 
Commonwealth or will conceal them," wrote the Justice in 
the order. 

Furthermore, the Justice wrote that the Court 
found "a reasonable likelihood that the [CMWRRDD] will 
recover judgment." 

A June 28 preliminary injunction hearing was 
not held as scheduled "at the defendant's request," 
documents state, and will be rescheduled. 

Pickles et al. could be ordered to reimburse the 
district the full amount in damages and even three times 
the actual damages, in addition to interest, costs, and 
attorneys' fees. 

Also, as it states in the court documents, the 
investigation is ongoing and further misappropriations 
could ultimately be discovered. 

In addition to the counts of Fraud, Conversion 
and Civil Theft, and Civil Conspiracy, the defendants

are also facing counts of Conversion and Civil Theft, 
Breach of Fiduciary Duty, Money Had and received 
(obtaining money under false pretenses without right), 
procurement violations, and violations pertaining to 
unfair and deceptive business practices. There is also a 
Reach and Apply count (temporary restraining order) 
enjoining the Plymouth County Retirement Board from 
releasing pension payments to Pickles and Tinkham, and 
the Trustee Process, as well as the Trustee Process count 
for Eastern Bank and Mutual Bank to not release funds or 
credits to the defendants. 

The CMWRRDD is poised to begin an extensive 
forensic audit of the last six years during Pickles' tenure. 
The last time Pickles filed an annual audit of the district 
was in 2012. 

Pickles was fired by the district on January 
29, 2018 after nearly 45 years as the executive director. 

He was the executive secretary (town administrator) 
for the Town of Marion from 1972 until his retirement 
in 2011. Pickles is still the town clerk for the Town of 
Marion, the town administrator for the Town of Gosnold,

Communication Failure 'ROCCCs' 911 Service 

Rochester Board of Selectmen 

By Jean Perry 

For about 30 minutes on June 8, the Town 
of Rochester's regionalized 911 dispatch service 
experienced a communications failure. And although 
the police, fire, and EMT services in Rochester could still 
communicate with each other, the Regional Old Colony 
Communications Center, or ROCCC, (pronounced like 
'rock') 911 dispatch was down. 

Rochester Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar 
revealed the occurrence to the public and explained the 
situation to the Board of Selectmen on July 2 after she 
attended a meeting with the ROCCC and its client towns 
on June 19 to hear more about what happened. 

Industrial Communications, the company that 
manages the microwave and fiber networks, Szyndlar 
said, took full responsibility for the communications 
failure. 

"This system-wide failure impacted many of 
their customers, not just the ROCCC," said Szyndlar. 

To clarify, Szyndlar explained, Rochester's 
local equipment did not go down. Emergency response 
departments could still communicate by switching to the

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radio frequency backup. 

"So, basically, what happened was that 
Industrial's microwave network went into failure, and 
the redundant backup system also failed, causing loss of 
connectivity of around 30 minutes with the ROCCC," said 
Szyndlar. 

She said Industrial Communications has since 
implemented another added layer of redundancy and has 
completed a radio tower expansion. 

"They are also in the process of replacing 
microwave and fiber systems with updated systems," 
said Szyndlar. "As we all know, equipment can fail at any 
point in time, but the goal is to come out of this stronger 
and better prepared." 

The ROCCC is based in Duxbury and provides 
911 dispatch service for the Towns of Rochester, Duxbury, 
Plympton, and Halifax. Rochester just switched over to 
the regionalized 911 service on May 22 of this year. 

Also during the meeting, he's the acting chief 
for just a few more months, but Rochester Police Sargent 
Robert Small introduced three police appointees to 
the Board of Selectmen, including one promotion to 
permanent sergeant. 

Shawn Peterson has been acting as sergeant 
for two years. Small said, and now, as the September 
16 retirement date for current Police Chief Paul Magee 
approaches, it's time to make that sergeant position 
permanent.

make recommendations on planned capital improvements 
and present it annually at Town Meeting. 

"Our capital plan is finally starting to take shape," 
said Hartley. 

Also during the meeting, the board approved a 
10-year bond for the estimated $498,000 tanker pumper 
approved by Town Meeting. 

Szyndlar recommended the 10-year bond over the 
15-year bond, saving the Town an additional $60,000 in 
interest. An interest rate has not yet been set, and Szyndlar 
said she would not be able to lock in a fixed rate for this 
loan, as rates are about to go up. 

The rates presented to the board that night were 
only estimates - starting at 2.25% in 2019 and inching up 
to 5% in 2029 in increments of about .20-.25% each year. 

And in other matters, as the Town sets its sights 
on a Green Community designation, the board, in 
speaking with Planning Board Chairman Arnie Johnson, 
determined one thing is certain: "People want to learn 
more," as Hartley put it. 

The selectmen and the Planning Board are 
going to hold a joint meeting and invite Seth Pickering, 
Green Communities regional coordinator, to a public 
meeting to give further information and offer answers to 
any questions the public may have. The selectmen will 
announce that date once it is scheduled. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for July 16 at 6:00 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Interim DPW Supt. Rescinds His Resignation

Acting Superintendent of the Marion Department 
of Public Works Jon Henry said he would withdraw his 
resignation on Wednesday, June 27, at the request of the 
Board of Selectmen, but under one condition: no more 
micromanaging. 

According to Henry during a follow-up after the 
meeting, things had been going great for him as interim 
superintendent, even despite the March storms that set 
the department back both financially and in its capacity

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to maintain its regular duties after an extensive storm 
cleanup. But where things went sour was when newly 
elected Selectman Randy Parker approached Henry 
during a time that coincided with talk on social media 
about the state of publicly maintained properties such as 
cemeteries and parks, alluded Henry. 

Therefore, when Board of Selectmen Chairman 
Norm Hills asked if Henry would be willing to rescind 
his resignation and continue as interim superintendent, 
Henry replied, "I would do that with one requirement 
that I think is essential to meet - micromanaging has to be 
avoided. 

"And I consider Mr. Parkers' approach to be 
micromanaging to the point that I was required to resign,"

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said Henry. 

On Friday, June 22, Henry submitted a 
letter immediately resigning from the temporary 
superintendent position he has held since February, which 
was meant to carry the Town into August when results of 
an efficiency study of the DPW would guide the Town on 
how to evolve the superintendent position based on any 
future restructuring of the DPW. 

Henry, a former selectman, replaced former DPW 
superintendent Rob Zora after he retired in December 
2017 without notice after 33 years. 

With the results of the study not expected until 
mid-August, plus the subsequent time needed to hire a 
permanent superintendent, whatever that position may 
look like, the board quickly determined that it could 
facing three to four months with no one leading the DPW. 

"We need to have something in the meantime," 
said Hills after a brief discussion on the progress of the 
efficiency study. 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson could again 
manage the signing of the payroll and paying of bills like 
he did just before Henry's appointment, but, as Dawson 
pointed out, the day-to-day DPW operations wasn't 
something he could fully take on with his current role. 

Before the conversation came back around to 
asking Henry to continue as interim superintendent, 
Parker pushed for other alternatives, wondering if 
another longtime in-house employee could manage the 
department for four months. 

"Just because they've been there a long time 
doesn't mean they have the capability of running the 
entire department," said Hills. Dawson concurred. Each 
DPW office has its own foreman capable of running their 
division, Dawson said, "But I don't think that there are 
any of those people who currently are experienced in the 
budgeting or the administrative - what I call the bigger 
picture, the administrative piece of it." 

"The other option," said Hills, "is if Mr. Henry 
was willing to reconsider his decision," which is entirely 
up to Henry, Dawson pointed out as Henry sat nearby. 
"That's the quickest decision," Hills added. 

Parker, still considering other options, said, "The

quickest isn't always the best." Either way, he continued, 
"We're on a short shoestring. If you post [the temporary 
position] you're looking at six weeks." 

Parker pointed to the six weeks that spanned 
Zora's retirement in December to Henry's appointment 
in February when the DPW was able to function without 
a superintendent, and pushed for taking that time to post 
for another temporary position. 

Selectman John Waterman stated, "I thought Mr. 
Henry was doing a good job. ... The optimal decision 
would be - honestly, I don't think we can find a better 
person [than Henry]." 

Hills preferred to avoid the "nitty-gritties" 
behind Henry's reason for resigning, but said to Henry, 


"Basically, as a department head, you are responsible to 
the board as a whole, and, in fact, we can only act as a 
board as a whole in open meeting ... and individually 
outside that meeting." Hills said he would like to think, 
should Henry experience problems, he would bring to 
the board as a whole and vice versa, "And as a board, the 
board handles it." 

"You know what your expectations are," said 
Waterman to Henry, "and I don't think it's our job to get 
in the way of the day-to-day dealings." 

The Board of Selectmen's administrative assistant 
had not yet filed Henry's letter of resignation with the 
Town Clerk's Office, even three business days after the 
receipt of the letter, so Hills refrained from calling for a 
vote to accept Henry's resignation or his withdrawal. 

Henry said he would resume his interim position, 
adding the caveat, "With the warranty that that won't 
happen again, I would gladly pick it up and run with it." 

Henry explained that, after the late winter storms, 
the DPW was "$200,000 in the hole." Town Meeting 
appropriated another $150,000, Henry explained, "But it's 
still $50,000 in the hole." 

"That's the reality of the situation," said Henry, 
"but that will right itself this Monday," the fist day of the 
new fiscal year. 

"I don't mean to be critical," continued Henry. 

"It was a tough assignment because of the long [tenure] 
of my predecessor." It took time to gain the confidence 
of the DPW employees, explained Henry. "And I'm not a 
babysitter. I'm there to do a job - I've developed my own 
plan, I have my own list, and I'm following them, at least I 
was until then." 

Waterman was satisfied with the decision to 
continue with Henry, and Parker said he had no comment 
on the matter. 

After the meeting, Henry told The Wanderer that 
post-storm budget restraints have prevented him from 
hiring the extra summer help that is customary every 
year; instead of the usual five seasonal workers, he only 
has two. And with the trash truck breaking down and not 
enough workers to cover the town, Henry said, "If you 
don't have the manpower you can't get it done."

BOS Shares Face Time With 
Department Heads 

Marion Board of Selectmen 

By Jean Perry 

On the agenda for the new Board of Selectmen is 
to stay more informed on what the Town's departments 
are working on, and on June 28 it held a casual, round 
table discussion of sorts with the various department 
heads to hear what they had to say about current projects, 
future projects, and any foreseeable capital spending on 
the horizon. 

Most important are the "big projects", said Board 
of Selectmen Chairman Norm Hills. Also, the board wants 
to know what the department heads anticipate for projects 
coming down the pike - "Any potential problems," Hills 
added, "and if you need any help from anybody." But 
also, of course, "To share information so we know what's 
going on." 

For Harbormaster Isaac Perry, "Summer is a 
pretty busy time of the year for us." 

Tabor Academy donated 400,000 2-millimeter 
oysters, which Perry received the day before, and he 
anticipates another 350,000 larger ones in a few weeks 
from settlement money stemming from the 2003 Bouchard 
oil spill. 

Perry oversaw the in-house construction of three 
6-foot by 30-foot floats, which cost the Town about as 
much as it would cost to buy just one prefabricated float, 
he said. 

"And it's access," said Perry. "As you know, 
shoreline access is tough." He added that there are 180 
small boat spots now at the wharf, saying, "That's huge. 
There's not too may places you can see that many boats in 
one confined area." 

Shawn Cormier, facilities director, said his 
department is on track for closing fiscal year 2018, with 
$4,000 to $6,000 remaining to be returned as free cash. He 
said, in preparation for the summer, new showers were 
installed at Silvershell Beach, the roof of the Silvershell 
facility was replaced and other trim work completed, the 
cupola rebuilt, and the department continues to upgrade 
Fire Station 1.

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"It's a real big project. I figure a three-year 
operation. We've got about a year-and-a-half left," said 
Cormier. He's also working on the Music Hall. With the 
new ceiling tiles all done, next up is the stage area in the 
fall. The library is getting a new roof and some carpeting, 
and progress is ongoing. 

"The only potential problem I see is town hall," 
said Cormier. "[We will need to] talk about where we're 
headed in that project." 

Over at Recreation, Jody Dickerson said with 
the beach now open and summer programs starting, the 
department is in its busiest time of year as well. 

His only potential problem, aside from ongoing 
needs for storage, he said, is the imminent of the 
minimum wage increase to $15. 

"If you want to continue to have the quality 
employees ... we're going to have to compensate them," 
said Dickerson. 

Dickerson announced that the playground at 
Silvershell is now ADA compliant, and the Town, in 
addition to sharing a new handicap beach wheelchair 
with Rochester, is looking into a rollup boardwalk to 
increase handicap access to the beach. 

Fire Chief Brian Jackvony said he has a long 
capital list, but the new ventilation installment project will 
be covered in part by a federal grant he acquired totaling 
$85,000. The funds that Town Meeting appropriated can 
now go to another project, and Jackvony pointed to the 


need for a new ambulance a couple years from now, and a 
replacement of Engine 3, which he estimates at $600,000. 

For Police Chief John Garcia, life is good ... "now 
that the winter is over." 

Garcia highlighted the new emergency access 
route he initiated with Sippican School, and described 
the new relationship officers are building with Sippican 
School students. 

At first, he said, the kids' faces looked concerned 
when the officers started spending time at the school. 

But after weeks of attending recess and having lunch in 
the cafeteria, Garcia said, "Now the kids are looking at 
the officers and wondering if they're going to hand out 
stickers on that day. 

"They're really enjoying the time that they're 
spending there," Garcia said on behalf of the officers. 

Garcia added that he is starting his search for the 
new administrative assistant that was added to his FY19 
budget, and is establishing a senior outreach program at 
the Council on Aging. 

Karen Gregory's only concern as director of the 
CO A is storage, she told the board. 

She said she has to store medical equipment at 
the Atlantis Driver facility, which makes it inconvenient 
because the equipment is used so often. 

"We're not as responsive as we could be," said 
Gregory. 

Karen Kevelson from the Finance Committee said 
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she and the committee want preliminary budgets in as 
early as the second week of November and warned the 
departments about imminent cutbacks. 

"We spend a lot of money for a small town and 
every year we say the same thing: We have to curtail 
spending. And we spend a lot of money, and on things 
that we need, but there's gonna be a point when we're 
gonna have to cut back on every department," she said, 
not knowing if the FY20 budget will be level-service or 
level-funded. 

Marion School Committee Chairman Christine 
Marcolini said the committee will be watching as the 
new homes at Sippican Woods are occupied, hoping the 
district can easily absorb an increase in enrollment. 

"We're optimistic," Marcolini said, "but 
historically, when we've had a big bump before, we did 
have to make some changes." 

Hills said there would be future meetings like this 
one, saying, "Maybe in the future it'll have a little more 
structure to it." 

Board Talks Tough About Subdivision 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

Ken Motta of Field Engineering read through his 
report on Phase 1 of the Brandt Point Village subdivision, 
a project that has been fraught with ownership changes 
and broken promises almost since it was first permitted 
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years ago, on July 2 before the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board. 

Motta read through a list of some 20 incomplete 
punch-list items, things that were mandated from an 
August 2017 meeting to be completed by August 2018. He 
noted issues related to the stormwater drainage system 
and septic system. Motta also mentioned such items as 
catch basin cleaning and landscaping. 

Village resident Gail Carlson said that she was 
unaware of any inspection conducted on the septic 
system, that street markings were not done, and that 
turtle fences had never been installed. 

Planning Board Chairman Tom Tucker's 
frustration with developer Armand Cotelleso and lender 
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Marc Marcus of Omega Financial was on full view as he 
was reminded by board member Janice Robbins that both 
Phase 1 and 2 were due to be completed by August 1, 
2018 per the August 2017 joint agreement. 

"No occupancy permits for Phase 2 are to be 
issued until everything in Phase 1 is complete," Tucker 
stated. 


On the matter for culvert piping on Phase 2, 
Tucker said, "The owner's engineers need to come and 
explain that." He said the developers had been invited 
on numerous occasions to attend meetings when their 
project was on the agenda but failed to show up, making 
it difficult to work through ongoing issues at the site. 

Now, Tucker said with the August 1 deadline 
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approaching, he was in no mood to "babysit" the 
developer. 

"We can't baby these people," he said with 
obvious disdain. 

Turning to Robbins, he asked what steps the 
board could take if the developer defaulted. 

"The lender," Robins said, "who is also the 
developer, can remedy or cure problems within 30-days." 
Failing that, Robbins said that the board could revoke 
approval of the subdivision or issue a cease and desist 
order. She said the board could also elect to demand the 
$1.5 million surety. "That might get their attention," she 
said. 

And while Robbins wasn't pleased with having to 
go to extreme measures to get the developer to complete 
the project. Tucker said they had been given more than 
enough time to comply. 

Board member Nathan Ketchell stated, "They 
have a hard deadline they have to respond to." 

Planning Board Administrative Assistant Mary 
Crain was asked to follow-up with the Board of Health to 
ascertain if inspection reports had ever been submitted for 
the site and to invite Cotelleso and Marcus to the July 16 
meeting. 

In other business, the board approved the 
construction of a driveway for a new home located at 
116 North Street. They also accepted an Approval Not 
Required form for property located at 33 and 35 County 
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Road where the Rope walk business complex is located. 
The board members also affirmed the release of lots 
located on Appaloosa Lane. The public hearing for a two- 
lot subdivision located off Snow Field Road proposed by 
Dennis Arsenault was continued until July 16. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for July 16 ay 7:00 pm in the town hall 
conference room. 


324 Front Street Hearing Closed, Not Resolved 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

The Marion Zoning Board of Appeals has closed 
the public hearing for Peter Douglas' appeal pertaining 
to 324 Front Street, meaning it will not consider any 
further new information while it deliberates its decision 
next month. But it had plenty of new input to process 
during its last meeting on June 28 as to whether or not to 
uphold Building Commissioner Scott Shippey's denial 
of Douglas' request for zoning enforcement against 
Christian Loranger's condominium development next to 
Douglas' house. 

Douglas submitted another 54-page packet, 
and his formal letter asking for the recusal of three ZBA 
members: Chairman Marc LeBlanc, and members Bob 
Alves and Michelle Smith, citing conflicts ranging from 
alleged prior Facebook posts about the project to some 
members' positions as real estate agents Douglas says 
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A pregnant woman who was told her sciatica “would 
only get worse” as her pregnancy progressed found 
comfort through chiropractic care. 

After years of visits to specialists, MRI’s, and 
prescriptions, a woman gets relief from chronic migraines 
through chiropractic adjustments.

And as requested by the board, the one who 
performed the surveying for Loranger's project, John 
Romanelli, came to explain his initial inconsistencies that 
are considered inaccurate compared to the latest ones. 

Simply re-stated, "[This hearing] is about 
whether this building complies with the building permit 
and the three provisions of the bylaw as written," said 
Douglas. Which are side setback, volume, and area. "Not 
about whether any of us like the bylaws or we like the 
building," he claimed. For Douglas, it's a "straight up and 
down case of application of bylaws." 

But it was hardly straight up and down last 
Thursday in the packed meeting room of attorneys. 
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engineers, and abutters. 

The conflict persists as to whether the basement 
Loranger had counted in the project's overall volume and 
square-footage could even be considered a basement, as 
well as the impossible-to-improve existence of an alleged 
rear basement that Loranger also factored in as volume. 
Only affidavits and legal opinions exist to guide the 
board. 

Douglas and his hired engineer Doug Schneider 
assert that a ceiling height of less than 7 feet-8 inches 
does not a true basement make, and maintain that the 
basement was less than the 50 percent above grade 
required to count it as area or square-footage as a 
footprint for the reconstruction. 

Douglas' attorney, Mark Bobrowski, in 2002 
helped the Town of Marion write the very bylaw 
contested in this case, and now argues against how it was 
applied to the issuance of Loranger's building permit. 

Loranger's attorney, Richard Burke, told the 
board that Douglas doesn't even have a legal standing to 
bring the matter to the ZB A in the first place. "He has no 
legal aggrievement, no unique harm," said Burke, and 
playing "zoning policeman" is not demonstrable damage. 

Burke defended Romanalli's surveying, pointing 
to the latest report, saying, "I think it's fair to say that the 
calculations we submitted to you are more accurate than 
the earlier [calculations]." 

He defended Loranger, saying his intent was to 
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build a "by-right" structure, keeping within the bylaw's 
requirement that the project not exceed the volume "or" 
area of the previous structure. "He certainly doesn't want 
to be here," said Burke. Loranger's defense is that, with 
the use of the word "or", only one had to be satisfied. 

"Floor by floor ... room by room ... it is less 
square-footage [than the prior structure]; therefore, it does 
comply under the bylaw," said Burke. 

Romanelli defended his work and specified that 
he is overseen by a licensed land surveyor with whom 
he has worked for decades, Kurt Nunes. But he was 
never able to enter the supposed rear basement, leaving 
some ZB A members scratching their heads without any 
definitive proof, only an affidavit from Loranger stating 
he had been inside it. 

Romanelli defended the discrepancies of his 
first calculations, saying two years ago he started his 
measurements from the corner board of the preexisting 
porch, not the 14-inch overhang as he should have. 

"I was a little unclear as to what I'd actually 
done until I sat down and looked at the raw data," said 
Romanelli. He said he also omitted other overhangs in the 
original. 

When asked to explain why he wasn't licensed, 
Romanelli said, "I do not have a four - year degree." 

He took the SIT exam - the first step of two steps - and 
passed in 2002. But with a young family prior to that he 
never got the degree. 

When Douglas' hired engineer Doug Schneider 
took the podium, he was visibly perplexed. He listed 
the staircases, below-grade basement, prior porches, 
attic space, and other aspects of the original house that 
Romanelli should not have factored into square-footage. 
Schneider completely negated Romanelli's report and 
spelled out his assertions on the scope of the project - if 
you exclude the front basement, Loranger's project is 
still 74 percent greater in area that the original house, 
he claimed. Take out the attic, it's another 29 percent 
bigger. But when you add in the front and rear supposed 
basement, its now 94 percent larger, Schneider asserted. 

So, Schneider said, it is an increase in both 
volume and area, "And both would be subject to 
requirement for a special permit because it's an increase 
in volume or area, depending on how you want to look at 
it." Furthermore, the vertical expansion, he added, would 
need a variance from the ZB A. 

Shippey stated that when he issued the building 
permit, he used the information that was submitted. "I 
went by the calculations of Mr. Romanelli. ... At the time 
all the documentation seemed correct for a permit by 
right. Then I got conflicting documentation stating that, 
where this is a sensitive matter, I put it on your table," he 
told the board. 

"I think the appeal is my non-action to Mr. 
Douglas' [request] for zoning enforcement. 

I did not act on his first zoning enforcement because I 
believed, in my opinion ... it was a permit by right. He 
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appealed that," said Shippey. 

This is where it is going to get complex. Town 
Counsel Barbara Carboni explained. "My focus right now 
... is, the board collects all the facts it can, get the legal 
arguments of both sides ... and we'll have to do a little bit 
of figuring out later on how to make a decision. 

"Keep an open mind," Carboni told the board. 
"Take in all the facts." 

Bobrowski asserted that, should there have been 
a mistake on Shippey's part, "Buildings come down 
because of that." He said he wasn't urging that to happen, 
and the Land Court has been more lenient in that regard 
more recently, but he cited anyway another case when 
after many years the judge finally ordered a building be 
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torn down. 

And as for Douglas' legal standing, Bobrowski 
said, "He's entitled to a presumption - he's a party in 
interest." Loss of privacy, diminution of property values, 
said Bobrowski - It's not enough to say he doesn't have 
an injury 

That was all a lot to take in, said the chairman, 
and despite the encroaching end to the 90-day action 
period, the board preferred to continue. Douglas was 
at first uninterested in another continuance, but he 
acquiesced in the end. But coming up with a date wasn't 
easy since various parties were not available for the next 
two meetings in July 

The board had to settle on closing the public 
hearing to deliberate at its next meeting, but before doing 
so, Loranger's wife, Aileen, came to Loranger's defense. 

"[He's] an honest, Roman Catholic man - he's 
as honest as they come," she said. The prior house at 
324 Front Street was old, decrepit, "It was not a pretty 
building. 

"We love this town. We want to raise our family 
here. ... We care about how it looks," she continued. "It 
was built: it was based on a permit that was granted," she 
said. "You need to support the man (Shippey) that you 
put in this position - It's not good for a community - it's 
not." 

Also during the meeting, the board heard two 
other cases: Tim Harding for Evelyn Crocker, 47 Main 
Street, for a special permit for a one-story addition, to 
which ZB A member Betsy Dunn said she was an abutter 
and 'recused' herself but remained at the table and asked 
questions, and a special permit request for Kristina 
Tomlinson Revocable Trust, 12 South Street, with the 
request for the same exact permit to be reissued to the 
next owner of the property 

Both public hearings were closed but not 
deliberated by the board that night. 

The next meeting of the Marion Zoning Board of 
Appeals is scheduled for July 12 at 7:30 pm at the Marion 
Town House. 
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Status of Old Schoolhouse Road In Question 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

When Nicholas Araujo purchased 15 acres of 
undeveloped woodlands off what is known as Old 
Schoolhouse Road, the only thing on his mind was 
returning to the town where he had grown up as a child 
and settling down. It was only later when he applied 
for a building permit to construct his dream home that 
he learned Old Schoolhouse Road isn't considered, by 
the current Building Department administration, as an 
"accepted roadway", thereby making the issuance of a 
permit out of the question. 

Standing before the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals on June 28 with his petition for a variance, 
Araujo told the four board members that the seller and 
the real estate agent did not disclose the non-conformance 
of the roadway before the sale. 

"I've kind of shot myself in the foot," said Araujo. 

The curious case of Old Schoolhouse Road only 
got more curious when abutters came forward to say 
they were granted building permits, own homes on the 
roadway, and did not object to Araujo building there, but 
needed the roadway to be taken over by the Town. 

ZB A Chairman David Arancio asked Araujo if he 
had a legal easement to access Old Schoolhouse Road to 
gain entry to the property he purchased. Araujo said he 
did, but was unable to prove that point since he did not 
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have a copy of the deed in hand. 

When the case was opened for public comment, 
most echoed the same sentiment: "The road is terrible and 
needs to be repaired." 

Abutters Roland and Steven Grenier said that 
they take care of part of the roadway, but feared that 
heavy construction vehicles would make an already 
pothole-filled dirt roadway worse. Grenier said ten roads 
are situated along the roadway, raising the eyebrows of 
the ZB A members. 

"It is an old and ancient way," said Roland 
Grenier, adding that the town used to take care of it when 
the school was out there and that he had been allowed to 
build his home because of that. Now, years later, Araujo's

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case was unclear. 

ZB A member Kirby Gilmore asked if the case 
could and should be continued to give Araujo the 
opportunity to prove the easement to Old Schoolhouse 
Road and to further review the status of the roadway 
Gilmore said he also wanted the building inspector 
present at the next meeting, and Arancio added, "Town 
counsel, too." 

The case was continued until July 12. 

Also coming before the board was one of their 
own, Donald Spirlet, also with a petition for a variance. In 
his case, Spirlet sought and received relief that will allow 
him to leave a pre-existing garage in its current location - 
in front of his home - and build a new home further into

the property away from Braley Hill Road. Spirlet made 
the case that the old house would be razed to allow him 
and his wife to build a new house that will serve them 
better than the "old farmhouse". 

After some discussion of the bylaw that prohibits 
the construction of a home behind a garage, the board 
members felt that strict interpretation of bylaw section 
8.C constituted a hardship for the applicant and that 
the garage in its current position, along with the 
proposed new home, did not change the character of the 
neighborhood. The variance was granted. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals is scheduled for July 12 at 7:00 pm in the town 
hall meeting room. 

Assessors Adopt CORI Check Policy

Recently elected Assessor TJ Walker has made 
good on his campaign promise to require background 
checks on any data collectors who visit Marion residents' 
homes on behalf of the Board of Assessors during three- 
year revaluations of property values. 

On June 27, the Marion Board of Assessors 
invited Police Chief John Garcia to its meeting to discuss 
mandatory CORI (name-based court arraignment 
records check), SORI (sex offender registry information), 
and criminal background checks for so-called "data 
collectors", whether they come into your house, or visit 
your property just to review the exterior. 

"The thought was, if we as a board felt that it 
was important, anybody who was doing business visiting 
townspeople's homes would go through a CORI or a 
background check," said Walker. 

Garcia pointed to the Town's bylaw pertaining 
to solicitors that requires the personal information of 
door-to-door vendors be submitted to the police, vetted 
for felony charges, and be licensed at the local level 
for their activities. But, according to Garcia, this bylaw 
doesn't cover this scenario because the ones assessing the 
properties aren't quite solicitors. 

"They're not soliciting," Garcia said. "Certainly, 
if they're representing the Town - if they're going into the 
homes, we should at least know what their background 
check is ... just so that we know who's going out... and 
avoid potential problems." 

According to Assessor Linda Dessert, Vision 
Government Solutions, the company the board uses for 
property appraisal, does not send its own employees into 
residents' homes, rather it subcontracts the work. 

"And they do have a background check with 
Vision," said Dessert. "Each person they hire by Vision 
fills out a background check at that time." 

Garcia told the assessors, "If they're providing a 
statement guaranteeing that each of the people has gone 
through a background check, you can accept that," said 
Garcia. 
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If that is not enough, though, Garcia continued, 
the board could ask the town administrator to run 
a check. "I don't think it would be unreasonable to 
request a list... and a simple background check," said 
Garcia. "You're still sending people around the various 
neighborhoods and they get to see things - who's home, 
who's not, who's leaving their garage open." 

Garcia said the subcontracted consultants would 
submit their information and the town administrator 
would only need about five minutes to fill out the forms. 
Results would return within 24 hours. 

"This is a policy just moving forward," said 
Walker. "It's not a judgment on anybody." 

Walker received a question from a concerned 
resident during the May 3 Candidate's Night about the 
safety of residents allowing strangers into their homes, 
asking whether the Town performs background checks 
on anyone asked to represent the Town in that capacity. 
Walker said he would look into it if elected.

Freddie Brownell's inventions 
revolutionized the boat storage and transport field and 
his boat stands are now industry standards. Charles 
Bryant was instrumental in the early years of far-off 
Alaska's development, while artist and newspaper 
correspondent Francis Millet traveled extensively and 
rubbed shoulders with the rich and famous of his time. 
Peter Duff's boats were sold all over the world. 

Huybertie Hamlin, on the other hand, is 
important to Mattapoisett for her civic work in town. 

John & Dorothy Hagen and Charles Stetson Mendell 
provided jobs to townsfolk and brought industry to the 
area with their manufacturing businesses - rubber toys 
and electric switchboards, respectively. Similarly, John 
& Isiah Atsatt's factory produced peanut roasters and 
provided work during a quiet period following the end 
of Mattapoisett's ship-building era. 

Innovation can also come in many forms. F. 
Gilbert Hinsdale saw how enhancements could be 
made to the tools used in swordfishing, while Joseph 
Hiller designed improved equipment to be used in coal 
processing. Gladys Sherman Ellis decided to teach herself

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Die Hard (1988). Starring Bruce Willis and Alan 
Rickman. Directed by John McTiernan. Running time: 
132 minutes. MPAA rating: R. Available on physical or 
streaming home video. 

Die Hard , which turns thirty on July 12, is a big, 
beautiful, excessive action machine with a thousand 
moving parts. It's a jumbo platter; it was somewhat 
unusual at the time for a summer action film that was 
relatively real-world grounded — i.e., didn't involve 
spaceships or superheroes — to run north of two hours, 
and somewhere in the third act, when the hero John 
McClane (Bruce Willis) has that desolate moment in the 
bathroom picking shards of glass out of his bare feet, the 
movie begins to feel its length. For a couple of minutes, 
the film goes soft, as we witness that hoary exchange "Tell 
my wife I'm sorry" / "You can tell her yourself." But it's 
only one scene, and soon the tension ratchets up again. 

Directed by the ill-starred John McTiernan 
(probably his peak) from a Swiss-watch script by Steven 
E. de Souza and Jeb Stuart, Die Hard feels loaded with 
high points — it's as though the filmmakers approached 
each scene (aside from the aforementioned one) by asking 
themselves how entertaining they could make it. So 
many little bits of business have later payoffs (the Rolex! 
fists with your toes!) that the movie has inspired tons of 
internet theories (why does McClane pause so long on the 
line "These guys are mostly European judging by their 
clothing labels and their [extreme pause] ...cigarettes"?). 
Almost every character with dialogue has something to 
add to the overall tapestry — Die Hard is full of strictly 
unnecessary but wholly enjoyable personality. 

It helps, of course, that the movie offers Willis 
(in only his third movie, aside from a couple of early bit 
parts) at his most vulnerable, relatable, and hungry. Willis 
has something to prove, that he can be a credible action 
hero while keeping sight of McClane's humanity. In 
opposition to McClane, the meat-and-potatoes cop from 
New York, Die Hard gives us a cosmopolitan villain — 
Alan Rickman in his first film, as failed terrorist turned 
"exceptional thief" Hans Gruber. I generally preferred 
Rickman when he was able to shoot other arrows in his 
quiver, as in Sense and Sensibility or Truly , Madly , Deeply ; 
but there's no denying the craft, wit, and sheer fun of this, 
his unofficial Bond villain, a cold-blooded reptile except 
for when he smiles disdainfully to himself. One of those 



smiles, a quiet response to a bit of snark by team member 
Theo (Clarence Gilyard), almost seems like a tribute 
rendered generously by Rickman — if Theo can make this 
suave monster chuckle on the job, he must be funny. 

And that's how it is with everyone in the cast; 
people constantly pair off and grouse or commiserate. 

At times. Die Hard is an L.A. movie the way, say. Taking 
of Pelham 123 is a New York movie, in that it expresses 
the soul of the city — many of the supporting characters 
are out for themselves, capitalizing on the growing crisis 
at Nakatomi Plaza, where Hans and his polyglot posse 
invade and take hostages as a cover for stealing hundreds 
of millions of dollars' worth of bearer bonds. The movie 
features not one but two iconic '80s jerkwads, William 
Atherton as a jackal TV reporter and Paul Gleason as a 
police chief who stomps onto the scene and immediately 
gets everything wrong. In the middle of all this is the 
moron cokehead Ellis (the great Hart Bochner), who 
swaggers into a meeting with Gruber thinking he's gonna 
set all this Eurotrash straight. He won't. Essentially it's all 
down to McClane, the working stiff in a dirty tank top. 

The FBI are represented by two combative 
idiots both named Johnson. The Huey Lewis lookalike 
on Gruber's team has the same bland L.A. look as 
the Nakatomi front desk receptionist he's replacing. 
McClane's estranged wife. Holly Gennaro (Bonnie 
Bedelia), is written and played as a strong woman who 
doesn't scare easily (even though the ending strips her of 
her Rolex and reasserts her identity as wife). Die Hard has 
so many little throwaways it could qualify as a comedy 
as easily as an action bonanza or, as many fans insist, 
a Christmas movie. It generously writes a redemption- 
through-violence for desk cop A1 Powell (Reginald 
Veljohnson), but also includes a smaller one for good 
oT limo driver Argyle (De'voreaux White). I've used the 
word "generously" twice now, and that seems to sum up 
Die Hard as much as any word can. It's larger than it needs 
to be (considering it's practically a one-location thriller), 
funnier, more human, and sometimes more painful. 

People get shot and blown up all over the place here and 
it's spectacle, but we all know what a piece of glass in our 
flesh feels like.
